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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/01/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The applicant argued that Examiner substantively mis-applies the key reference 
DeLorme, and there is no teaching or suggesting the essentially claimed limitation "wherein the 
communication module is provided in layered or hierarchical arrangement, such that a first-level 
functionality is provided by a database and an object movement module, and a next-level 
functionality is provided by the communication module and a security module", pages 10 and 1 1 
of the remarks. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant. It is submitted that DeLorme 
clearly discloses wherein the communication module is provided in layered or hierarchical 
arrangement (fig. 2), such that a first-level functionality is provided by a database (221 of flg.2, 
Note a database contains A TRIPS database is accessible online or from a memory storage 
device and contains geographically locatable objects (loc/objects), attachments of supplemental 
points of interest (POIs), and attachments of scheduled events of interest (EOIs) and a TRIPS 
Internet World Wide Web Site ) and object movement module (21 3 of fig. 2, Note the user has 
two-way access by wireless communications to engage the novel travel reservation information 
planning system of one or more TRIPS communications facilities or service bureaus (213 of fig. 
2)), and a next-level functionality by the communicate (209 of fig. 2, 203 of fig. 2, also 904 of 
fig. 9B) and a security module (217 of fig. 2, Note confidential user, account user, password, and 
planned-saved strips are considered a security module that user is able to access to his or her own 
account). In view of the discussion above, the DeLorme anticipates the claimed features.
